WON VICTORIA CROSSES 
FOR SAILORS. 


(SY ATLANTIC CABLE A. PF.) 

LONDON. Nov. 20. — (British 
Wireless Service.) Details are pub- 
med in the Official Gazette of acts 
naval officers and men 
were awarded the Victoria Cross 
during the war and which could not 
be given out earlier for obvious rea-

The Victoria Cross was awarded 
te Lieut. William Edward Sanders, 
June 22. 1917. In command of the 
tepeall schooner Prize, of 200 tons, 
the Neutenant sighted a German 
submarine April 36, 1917. 

While the German approached a 
“panic party” left the ship and the 
gun crews on the Prize concealed 
Shemeceives. When the submarine 
bad approached to within seventy

LY DR. POWERS. 


The following statement was is- 
sued by Dr. Powers: 

“We desire to caution all persons 
in the city not to relax in their er- 
forts to stamp out influenza.

Suggestion as to Stock Sale 
Criticised by Court. 


Santa Monica Man's Letter is 
Part of Evidence. 


Judge Questions “Ethics” of 
the Business W orld. 


A letter from one banker to an- 
other, suggesting how the former 
could be compefttsated for securing 
& purchaser of the bank stock of 
the latter by putting a “price on the

The letter was written by C. . 
Francis, cashier of the Merchants’ 
National Bank of Santa Monica, to 
li. F. McClellan, Supervisor, and u 
stockholder of the Citizens’ State 
Bank of Sawtelle. He wrote he was 
giving a letter to J. W. Shnell, a 
former banker of Texas. add 

te Mr. MeClellan as a possible pur- 
chaser of Mr. McClellan's stock. 
“It does not seem to me, Mr. Mc- 
Clean, that there is any reason 
why I should put Mr. Shnell in 
touch with you in this proposition, 
unless I receive a fair compensation 
for my services. If vou can make 
a deal with him, if you will put the 
vrice of the stock at auch a figure 
that will enable vou to compensate 
me to such an extent as you may 
feel justified, it will be very much 
appreciated. However, I want it 
understood that any compensation 
that I might receive will be appre- 
ciated, and I would prefer to take 
it in the way of a number of shares 
of stock in your good institution.” 

Mr. McCTé@ilan, it appears, sold 160 
thares 4f the steck of the Sawtelle 
bank, forty shares belonging to him 
and sixty shares to two other par- 
tles, at $150 a share. Mr. McClellan 
testified that he had asked Mr. 
Wrancis, if he knew of a man ca- 
pable of managing a bank, to send 
him along, and he would sell him a 
portion of his stock.

If “The State is a substitute for 
private war,” the union of States is 
a substitute for public war, what 
then is to be the substitute for in- 
ernationa]l war, but an tnternation- 
al government, where each na- 
tion shall lose its right to declare 
war? The private citizen has been 
disarmed and ordered to bring hie 
troubles to court, the State has 
likewise been disarmed with the 
same injunction. 

In the light of international af- 
fairs today, if a nation is still to r 
tains ita ancient right to declare 
wer the so-called league of nations 
nl become but a supreme farce. 
To this extent a nation must de- 
come submereed. 

An International board of arbi-

The Irish radicals 
lost the greater part of the sympathy they 
once possessed in this country when they 
resisted conscription and Jetused to volun- 
teer to fight in the cause of freedom 
against despotism.

Equal suffrage is attracting little atten- 
tion.

ISTORIC SEDAN. 

The glory of the German Empire be- 
gan and ended at Sedan — a memorable 
word, a memorable town, geographically 
and historically marking the rise and fall 
of the German Empire. That the Amer- 
jeans were permitted the honor of be- 
ing first of the Allies to enter Sedan was 
a plece of consummate and courteous diplo- 
macy on the part of Gen. Foch, who left 
this romantic triumph to the eclat of the 
United States—the spectacular finale, the 
subtle Nemesis, the artistic retribution. 

For it was at Sedan, on September 1, 
1870, forty-eight years ago almost to a 
month, that Germany's Blood-and-tron pol- 
icy under Bismarck, whose forged telegram 
precipitated the war against France under 
Napoleon III, trapped the French army in- 
to surrender and sealed the consolidation 
of the German Empire. It was after that 
ignoble but triumphant German victory 
that the smaller states, till then wavering 
on behalf of independence, joined the union 
and the Prussian Kaiser became Emperor 
of United Germany. 

And it was at Sed that France re- 
ceived the greatest humfliation in her his- 
tory, Sedan where Marshal MacMahon lead 
such a valiant but fruitless defense, minus 
artillery co-operation, and where, owing to 
the confusion of Gen. Wimpffer’s eleventh 
hour appointment and the consequent con- 
flicting commands, the white flag was hoist- 
ed and torn down again and again until it. 
finally remained, surrendering 82,000 French 
troops to the German cavalry. But not be- 
fore 17,000 French dead had strewn the 
fields of Sedan and but 1000 less German 
dead remained to testify to French desper- 
ate heroism. 

Sedan has been a bitter word for France. 
It meant the renunciation of the fair prov- 
inces of Alsace-Lorraine, perhaps the most 
vita] factor in keeping French determina- 
tion at concert pitch; which played no 
sinal] part in France's ready willingness to 
stand by her Russian ally against German 
aggression in 1914 and to sacrifice every- 
thing side by side with Belgium “for the 
honor of France” and the undoing of Ger- 
many. 

With the materialization of the armistice 
now practically assured, the 1918 battle of 
Sedan is a fitting finale to the bloody hos- 
‘tilities of four weary, heart-breaking years. 
Just as it was hoped and thought in Ger 
many that Sedan spelled Frarce’s 
so today, for many a long year at leas 
Sedan will spell Germany's last gasp. In 
giving the eclat to the American troops 
Gen. Foch conceded the United States the 
espectacular “curtain” of the great world 
drama. This graceful tribute has a deep 
significance to France, of which the Amer- 
ican troops, now so thoroughly permeated 
with French sentiment, will not be insens!- 
ble. While not the decisive or supreme 
engagement of the war, it is the most ro- 
mantic, the most significant, the most clas- 
sically retributive. It was there that blood 
and fron and German ruthlessness were 
cemented into the creed and doctrines of 
the German Empire—and it is at Sedan 
that blood and iron and ruthlessness as a 
state policy receives its finale for all time— 
and that at the hands of United States 
troops the arch-champions of democracy, 
liberty, decency and good will towards 
man. 

Sedan is vindicated.

RUSSIA’S SCOURGE.

Russian official documents were en- 
trusted so that I might expose the

My last information from Petro- 
grad is to the effect that to Peters, 
a short, fafr-haired man who lived 
at Hampstead till a couple of years 
ago and is now one of the Extraor- 
dinary Commissioners of the Bol 
sheviks, there was recently con- 
signed a valise which on arrival in 
Moscow was found to be empty. 

Peters, who has now power of 
life and death in Holy Russia, and 
who daily signs death warrants 
without even glancing at the names, 
grew furious, declaring that in the 
valise was 200,000 marks in gold 
and paper. And as he suspected the 
bank in Petrograd through which 
the German money was paid’ had 
connived at the theft, he exposed it, 
and declared that he, with others of 
his interesting friends, were receiv- 
ing secret payments from the same 
source! 

Thus it will de seen that a very 
nice little trouble has arisen in the 
Bolshevik camp, the members of 
which are now busy betraying each 


y is Krylenko, the president of the 

evolutionary Tribunal, as well as a 
large number of high police officials 
who have been suborned by German 
agents to go over to the Bolsheviks. 

As in everything else in the world 
there is also a feminine element in 
the present Reign of Terror. Doz- 
ens of executions take place daily. 
Peters signs lists of fifty or more of- 
ficers for execution without even 
glancing at the paper, bat the in- 
citement to the wholesale bloodshed 
comes from a certain “Countess” 
Anna Pokhiveneff, who is well 
known in Petrograd, having a house 
in the Furshladskaya. 

She is a revolutionary virago of 
the frebrand type, and, further, she 
is the German agent who formed 
the plot by which the great muni- 
tion factory at Okhato, across the 
Neva, was blown up and nearly a 
thousand persons were killed or in- 
jured. 

It was at this woman's instigation 
that the Revolutionary Tribunal was 
set up, but after the first few triale 
the sending of Prisoners before 
Krylenko was dispensed with, and 
the life of everybody in Russia is 


now unreservedly in the 
hands of this English-speaking 
Peters. 


It is sufficient for anyone to be 
denounced as a counter-revolutionary 
by the woman Pokhivsneff, and their 
doom is sealed, for she is constantly 
with Peters, and ever urging the 
cruelest reprisals. 

It was at her demand, too, that 
Medroff, the Bolshevik commis 
sioner at Vologda, issued orders that 
any French, American or British 
subject of either sex found in the 
province should be shot at sight— 
an order which has, no doubt, infl 
enced our government to re) 
repatriate Litvinofſf and his 
staf. 

This woman, whose real name is 
Solski, lived each winter in pre-war | 
days in a pretty rose- covered villa 
on Mont Boron, outside Nice, and 
was frequently seen at the tables at 
Monte Cario. 

She is a Russian adventuress who, 
attracting attention in 1913, was 
taken into the German Service at 
the Roonstrasse, and has ever since 
been one of the most prominent and 
active German agents in Russia. 

Hers has been and still is the Hid. 
den Hand directing the Bolsheviks, 
and as such it is beyond doubt that 
to her fierce demands, prompted, of 
course, from Berlin, that the Czar 
was executed. 

“Red Anna” the mujiks call her, 
and they declare that she is a 
scourge sent from heaven. 

But every exeeution which takes 
Place today the Bolsheviks will pay 
for tenfold, and the threat to shoot 
British men and women at sight will 
never be forgotten by Englishmen.—

Uncle Sam, when he entered the 
lists for humanity, tackled a bigger 
task than that of merely casting out 
th and the two-faced devil of 
military autocracy. Beating the Kal 
ser took our fighting men only three 
or four months, after they once set- 
tled down solidly to the job. But 
how long will it take to clean up the 
pieces scattered all over Purope by 
the shattering of three ancient em- 
pires? 

Unless a workable League of Na- 
tions is formed to act as police cop 
and crossing officer the future peace 
of the world is by no means assured 
by the passing of two emperors and 
one Czar. For the crossings to be 
policed from the Rhine to the Ural 
Mountains have been multiplied 
twentyfold. 

It was the conglomeration of petty 


Balkan states, keeping Europe in a 
perpetual condition of „ that 
in the year 1914 finally lit the spark 


and started the general conflagra- 
tion. After the year 1918, if we car 
ry out the principle of the self-deter- 
mination of small nationalities, that 
infammable tinder will be scattered 
over the greater part of Europe. Jus- 
tice undoubtedly demands such a 
splitting up, but expediency must 
gasp at the prospect it unfolds. 

The lack of a common language 
precludes a successful confederation 
of European states such as we enjoy 
in America. Neither Volapuk nor 
Esperanto made ahy headway. The 
Tower of Babel still remains as a 
stronghold for Mars. So far human 
ingenuity has been able to devise 
no means for pulling it down. Nations 
cling tenaciously to their mother 
tongues. Such being the case, the 
abdication of kings and kaisers only 
takes us a very short way on the 
road to perpetual peace. 

The League of Nations, howefer, 
remains. And that league must 
adopt a common language in which 
to carry on the business of the world. 
It cannot issue polyglot orders to 
its policemen in fifty different 
tongues and expect efficient co-ordi- 


nation So the league will probably 
require an official > and will 


choose the one most Menerally spok- 
en. In the course o turies that 
language may become the common 
language of all mankind. In which 
case the Utopia of universal peace 
and concord will be brought within 
hailing distance. 

Meanwhile the American nation, as 
leader in the coming peace league, 
has a problem on its hands that will 
not await the slow processes of time, 
but calls for an immediate solution. 

A large family of small children, 
as every housekeeper knows, is hard- 
er to keep in order than one that 
consists of only two or three mem- 
bers. After the self-determination 
of all small nations has been put jnto 
effect under the condition laid down 
by President Wilson Europe will re- 
semble the “Old Woman Who Lived 
in a Shoe.” Instead of three or four 
big brothers she will have the fol- 
lowing list of small children to keep 
track of—with possibly more to fol- 
low: Finland, Ukraina, Courland, 
Lithonia, Cauca- 
sia, Poland, Czecho-Slavia, Jugo-Sla- 
via, Dardanelia, Armenia, Palestine, 
Arabia, Bohemia, Hungary — with 
Ireland not yet born, but on the way. 
And Ireland may turn out to be 
twins. 

Then, too, all these newborn na- 
tions will have minorities of a for- 
eign element that in time will also 
clamor for the right of self-deter- 


clamor 
in different. tongues. A number of 
new stories will thus be added to 
the mighty Tower of Babel. It will 
take on the noble proportions of a 
New York skyscraper. The League 
of Nations will have te employ an 
ever-increasing staff to run the ele- 
vator. 

Human brain power, properly or- 
ganized, will be equal to the emer- 
gency. But the blessings to accrue 
from the defeat of autocracy will not 
follow automatically as a result of 
the Allied victory and the applica- 
tion of President Wilson’s fourteen 
conditions of peace. If the world 
works with sufficient unanimity to 
make this war the last war of his- 
tory it will accomplish this end. But 
it must buckle down to a more stren- 
uous, if less violent. expenditure of 
energy than was consumed in the 
four-year struggle with aetocracy. 

War will not take the count 80 
long as any considerable cause for 
discord remains. Nor is it safe to 
assume that strength is in division. 
Yet by a_curious paradox the com- 
bination of the world into one broth- 
erhood of man depends on its first 
being split up into self-determining 
factors. Perhaps if a sufficient num- 
ber of the factors cancel we may in 
time find the least common multi- 
ple—and that least common multiple 
may prove to be the greatest com- 
mon measure in the universal peace 
problem. 

For the time being. at any rate, we 
have knocked ont the military au- 
tocracy that started the late war. 
We have also multiplied the number 
of small states—or we are about to 
do so—that-in the past have been a 
fruitful cause of internationa] un- 
rest. The fortress of the Kaiser has 
surrendered. But the Tower of Babel 
remains. 3

CREATE TRADE EXPERTS. | 


Federal Vocational 


Training Chief Ex- 


_ plains Government Programme. 


James P. Monroe, vice-president 
of the Federal Board of Vocational 
Training, representing the manufac- 
turing and commercial interests of 
the nation, yesterday held informal 
‘conferences at different hours with 
three committees of the Chamber of 
Commerce., 

He is on the Pacific Coast to ac- 
quaint commercial organizations and 
boards of education with the plan 
of e Federal board with which he 
is i tified to aid in the dissemina- 
tion of education that will be of 
practical value to the young in in- 
dustry, commerce and foreign trade. 

The first conference was with the 
Eaecutive Committee of the newly- 
organized Foreign Trade Club of the 
chamber, which now contains more 
than 700 name on its roll. He con- 
ferred with then during a luncheon 
ot the Jonathas Club, at which Ed- 
ward Casey, president of the For- 
eign Trade Club, presided. Remarks 
niso were made by Dr. Albert Shiels, 
superintendent of Los Angeles 
schools, Dr. FE. R. Snyder, Commis- 
sioner of Vocational Education in 
California, and Leo Chandler, vice- 
president of the Citizens’ Trust and 
Savings Bank. 

PLAN TO CO-OPERATE. 

Mr. Monroe threw an interesting 
light on the co-operative educational 
plan of the Federal Board for Vo- 
cational Training. He told of the 
ereation of the board in 18917 by 
Congress, and its personnel, consist 
ing of the secretaries of agriculture, 
commerce and labor and three mem- 
bers named by the President, with 
a fund of $2,000,000 for the first 
year, to be increased automatically 
each year until next year an appro- 
Priation of $7,250,000 for the coun- 
try will be avaliable. 

He explained the plan to co-op- 
erate in every State with the State 
boards of vocational training in fit- 
ting students of high schools and 
colleges and young men engaged in 
commerce and industries to become 
experts in their chosen lines and in 
fereign trade: to equip them with 
languages, cugtoms, banking 
selling methods and other necessary 
knowledge, to be representatives of 
American firms in foreign countries. 

STATE MUST AID. 

It is necessary, he stated. for the 
State board to do tis part before it 
Kets the Wenefit of the government 
ussistance. 

The plan is most practical, he 
said, as it contemplates what is 
known as “part-time” education. 
which, briefly stated, means that the 
schools will hold the students for a 


certain number of hours each week 
ager they have left the institution, to 
take up their vocation in any chosen 
line. Mr. Monroe said it was the 
belief of the Federal board that this 
work is made more highly essential 
by the reconstruction period through 
which the country must pass. 

Defining the aid the government 
can give each State, he said in the 
fureign-trade education it could not 
make subsidies, but could employ a 
staff of experts and place them at 
work at developing this line of edu- 
cation. 

Chambers of commerce end sim- 
lar institutions are expected to co- 
operate with the State Board of Vo- 
cational Training in maintaining 
these schools and to co-operate with 
the regular educational institutions, 
to attract young men to study bank- 
ing, exporting and similar lines, to 
equip them for foreign-trade devel- 
epment overseas. 

TRIBUTE TO SCHVOLS. 


Mr. Monroe paid a high tribute 
to Los Angeles schools during this 
part of the conference, declaring 
them to be in the front rank In vo- 
cationa| training. He emphasized 
thet theory was not sufficient, but 
that the students must face the prac- 
tical problems arising daily in busi- 
news. 

Relative to trade possibilities of 
the Pacific Coast, he said that there 
was practically no limit, as only the 
surface had been scratched in the 
Orient and in Mexico. While the 
eastern manufacturers, he said, 
would have keen competition in for- 
eign trade from European industries, 
the Pacific Coast would have an al- 
most virgin field. 

Dr, Shiels spoke on the co-opera- 
tion that will be extended in the 
schools to fit young men for com- 
merce and industry, and said there 
wag need of men equipped with the 
necessary business experience who 
also have the ability to impart their 
knowledge to students. 

Dr. Snyder urged the necessity of 
intensive training at once, as the 
problem of foreign trade extension 
faces the country now and calls for 
immediate solution He emphasized 
the necessity of sending only spe- 
clalized men abroad. He said that 
it was his belief that the State Legis- 
lature could be depended upon to aid 
in the programme of vocational 
training. 

leo Chandler discussed the future 
foreign trade and industrial expan- 
sion from the standpoint of the 
banker, and sounded a warning 
against the “Wallingfords,.”’ who, he 
said. might be expected to seek 
Southern California with all sorts of 
promotion schemes. 


NAME PARK LAFAYETTE. 


The City Council yesterday adopt- 
ed a resolution changing the name 
of Westlake Park to Lafayette Park. 
The City Attorney was instructed to 
draft for introduction at an early 
date an ordinance officially chang- 
ing the name. 

The idea was originated by Hec- 
tor Alliot, president of the Lafayette 
Society of California, with the ap- 
proval and indorsement of members 


of that society, and was presented to 
the Council by him and by Orr 
E. Monette, president of the society, 


Sons of the Revolution, Louls Sen- 
tous, Jr.. local French consular 
agent and by Maj. Charles R. Fletch- 
er. The idea was espoused by Coun- 
cilman Cleaveland, Mr. Mallard sec- 
onded it, and it received the unani- 
mous vote of the Council. 

Various societies present, and 3 
number of leading citizens advocat- 
ed the change as a well deserved 
Compliment, not only to the Marquis 
Lafayette, but also to the Ameri- 
can Lafayettes of St. Mihiel and of 
the Meuse, They said the change 
was a symbol of the bonds that have 
united France and America in peace 
ane in war.

Sawtelle Policeman Hears of Death 
of German—Recalls Befriend- 


ing the Stranger. 


John Rockoff, a member of the 
Sawtelle division of the Los Ange- 
les police force, yesterday received 
a letter from Madrid, Spain, signed 
by one Herman Rosenow. notifying 
him of the death of Capt. Walter 
Hecht, a member of the firm of 
Hecht, Flerser & Co. of Berlin, who 
Was captain of the Fourth Regi- 
ment of Reserves, “gentleman of the 
Iron Cross.” He died on August 21 
from wounds received on August 13. 

Mr. Rockoff does not know of any- 
one by this name, but he recalls a 
circumstance that happened about 
six years ago when he was on duty 
at the Los Angeles City Jail. A 
rather prepossessing-looking Ger- 
man, who was “broke,” applied to 
him for a night's lodging.

except by suicide, B. Nakahara, 4 
young Japanese, living at a Jap- 
unese boarding-house at No. 303 
East First. street, killed himself 


vesterday by taking poison and cut- 
ting his throat. 

Nakahara was jointly accused in 
a complaint filed by the California 
State Medical Board charging that 
T. G. Nacavama, doing business at 
No, 105 East First street, and Na- 
kahara had entered into conspiracy 
to use the mails in a scheme to de- 
fraud in connection with examina- 
tions for licenses to practice med 
cine ip California. Nacayam was 
interpreter for the State boa and 
it was charged that he had assisted 
Nakahara in answering the ques- 
tions, 

The suicide of Nakmhara is the 
fecond tragedy which, during the 
last few days, has attended the reve- 
lations of alleged scandal in con- 


nection with the examina:ions of 
Japanese medical students in Cali- 
fornia. Last Friday Dr. Matsue 
Suzuki, one of several Japanese 


physicians accused of fraudulently 
assisting medical students to obtain 
licenses to practice, committed sut- 
cide at Vacaville. Three otner Jap- 
anese have been arrested on similar 
charges, at Sacramento, San Jouve 
and Stockton. 

Following the announcement of 
the death of Nakahara, vesterday. 
Chief Clerk Sittel of the United 
States Marshal's office was sent to 
identify the remains but was un 
able to do so. The body had been 
removed to local undertaking es 
tablishment, and when Mr. Sittel 
reached there it was already in a 
hearse. 

Nakahara was about 28 years old 
and was a graduate of the Japanese 
Medical College at Okayuma, cor.- 
ing to Los Angeles about a year ago.
